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of the O'Fallon YMCA and O'Fallon Senior Citizens Club, and he
was the 2007 O'Fallon Chamber of Commerce Recipient Award for
Volunteerism; he was also self-employed as an owner and

salesman for Air Hydraulics in St. Louis, Missouri; and

parents Joseph E. and Mary G., nee Campbell, Hubbard.; and
